From ail reports the one bright spot in the Euro­ 
pean muddle is the newly created republic of Czecho­ 
slovakia. It has easily outdistanced the other new na­ 
tions ,as well as the older ones, in restoring normal 
conditions and getting down to business. It is about the 
only one in central Europe whose money is worth its 
face value. The people have shown good judgment in 
selecting their leaders, so investigators tell us, and the 
result is a strong government and no fear of a possible 
revolution, such as is found among other nations. Al­ 
though held in bondage for centuries by the Austrians, 
the new nation is apparently thoroughly capable of self­ 
government and knows how to use its power to the best 
advantage. It is to be hoped that with an example of this 
kind before them other countries wall fall into line and 
settle down to peaceful pursuits without expending time 
and effort in an endeavor to grab something that u 
longs to their neighbors. 


The best minds of the world are puzzling them­ 
selves over plans to straighten out German finances. 
Meantime the printing of paper money goes forward 
night and day and its value has about reached the 
vanishing point. Fiat mopey has never been a success 
anywhere and bids fair to bring Germany to ruin unless 
some means can be devised to stop the flood. Every om 
knows that something ought to be done, but no one has 
yet suggested a plan that offers any prospect of success.
